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REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 

The Official Action mailed October 9, 2003 has been carefully considered. 
Reconsideration and allowance of the subject application, as amended, are respectfully requested. 

Applicants note, with appreciation, the indicated allowability of claim 41 if rewritten in 
independent form including all the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 
Applicants have rewritten claim 41 in independent form including the limitations of claim 1 . 
Accordingly, Applicants respectfully submit claim 41 is now in condition for allowance. 
Applicants have also cancelled claim 1, without prejudice, and amended claims 2 and 8 to 
depend from claim 41.
